Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  my 
Fifteenth  Annual  Report. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  DISTRICT. 

I11  1920  demobilisation  had  reached  a stage  at  which  it  is  felt 
that  distinctions  between  “birth  rate  population  ” and  “death  rate 
population  ” made  during  the  period  when  a large  part  of  the  male 
population  was  under  arms,  might  in  general  be  discontinued. 

For  this  district  therefore  a single  estimate  of  population  is 
shown  ; this  is  applicable  to  both  births  and  deaths. 

The  figures  supplied  from  Somerset  House  for  this  purpose 
are  12.403.

compared  with  154  last  year,  This  gives  a death-rate  of  12 '09, 
almost  the  same  as  last  year’s  figures. 
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The  total  births  amounted  to  310,  a large  advance  on  last 
year’s  total  of  202. 

Of  these  22  were  illegitimate  births. 

There  were  154  males  and  156  females  born,  giving  a total 
birth-rate  of  24 ’9  per  thousand  of  estimated  population. 

This  is  a very  large  increase,  which  is  no  doubt  partly 
accounted  for  by  return  of  the  troops  to  civil  life  ; at  the  same 
time  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  total  population  of  this 
District  is  considerably  higher  than  the  estimate  supplied,  as  there 
is  overcrowding  in  many  houses  (which  is  unavoidable  at  present), 
and  there  are  no  houses  to  let.  The  census  to  be  completed  in 
the  next  few  days,  however,  will  soon  give  us  definite  figures. 

There  are  still  large  numbers  of  young  people  who  sleep  in 
the  Rural  District,  but  who  go  into  the  Urban  area  to  work  daily. 
There  were  22  illegitimate  Births,  a considerable  increase,  but  of 
these  there  were  no  deaths  under  1 year  of  age  recorded,  which  is 
a tribute  to  the  care  taken  of  them  by  our  Health  Visitor. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  works  out  at  70  per  1000,  which 
is  below  the  average  for  England  and  Wales.

The  population  of  this  Rural  District  is  largely  engaged  in 
Agriculture.  In  Burton  Latimer,  the  largest  village  in  the  district, 
considerable  numbers  work  in  shoe  and  clothing  factories  ; whilst 
at  Cottingham  there  is  also  a clothing  factory. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

No  complaints  have  reached  us  regarding  the  Water  Supply. 
Burton  Latimer  is  supplied  from  a deep  well  near  Weekley,  which 
also  supplies  that  village  and  Warkton.  Most  ot  the  other  villages 
are  supplied  from  shallow  wells.  The  village  of  Corby,  which  has 
already  been  drained,  and  has  a sewage  farm,  is  in  urgent  need  of  a 
water  supply.  A scheme  was  worked  out  and  sanctioned  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  just  before  the  great  war,  and  was 
postponed.  A new  scheme  is  being  prepared.  Electric  lighting  of 
the  streets  here  is  a great  boon,  and  has  been  supplied  from  the 
Corby  Furnaces.

A Public  Enquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  conducted 
on  1st  of  September  at  Burton  Latimer  to  obtain  sanction  for  a 
loan  to  improve  the  Sewage  Farm  there.  This  was  necessary,  as 
the  brook  below  the  outfall  has  been  fouled  for  a considerable 
time,  and  extends  a long  way  down  to  the  Ise  Brook.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  is  a Joint  Committee  re  Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  composed 
of  members  of  the  Urban  and  Rural  Councils. 

The  Veteriuary  Inspector’s  Annual  Report  is  appended  to  this 
Report. 

I have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  Milk  supply  of  this 
District  is  good  and  ample. 

These  are  being  carried  out  under  the  County  Council. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  District  have  been  inspected,  and 
the  Council  have  now  obtained  power  to  give  them  fuller  control 
over  such  places  under  order  from  the  Ministry  under  Section  169, 
P.  H.  A.  1875. 

There  are  no  offensive  Trades  or  Lodging  Houses. 

THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

This  disease  is  no  longer  notifiable. 

There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  at  any  village,  but  Schools 
were  closed  at  Weldon,  Burton  Latimer,  Loddington,  Stanion,  and 
Cransley  during  the  year. 

Medical  Men  practising  in  the  district,  and  Health  Visitors, 
Nurses,  and  Teachers  are  requested  to  inform  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  upon  the  occurrence  of  any  outbreak. 
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Thirty  cases  of  this  Disease  were  notified,  extending  over  11 
Parishes.  On  September  24th,  four  cases  of  children  attending  the 
School  at  Geddington  (two  came  from  Newton)  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  Diphtheria.  On  September  25th,  I visited  the 

i 

School  and  examined  every  child,  and  excluded  a few  who  showed 
signs  of  sore  throats.  I then  visited  all  the  children  who  were 
absent,  in  their  own  houses,  and  found  a girl,  who  had  recently 
been  in  School,  with  a sore  throat  and  enlarged  glanders.  She 
was  isolated,  and  her  two  brothers  excluded  from  School.  As 
both  these  developed  diphtheria  a few  days’  later,  there  is  little 
doubt  that  this  girl  started  the  epidemic. 

No  more  cases  were  notified  in  this  village  until  a single  case 
occurred  in  the  same  house  in  November. 

Out  of  the  30  cases  notified,  there  were  three  deaths. 


Practitioners  are  advised  that,  in  doubtful  cases,  swabs  may  be 
sent  up  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  at  the  expense  of 
the  Council. 


Eighteen  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

Influenza.  No  epidemic  has  occurred  here  since  March,  1920,  and  no 

death  has  been  recorded  during  the  year  from  Influenza. 

Practitioners  may  obtain  Prophylactic  Influenza  Vaccine, 
free  of  charge,  from  me  provided  a record  is  kept  of  cases 
vaccinated. 


Tuberculosis.  Only  ten  cases  were  notified.  The  dwellings  are  all  inspected, 
and  instructions  and  disinfectants  supplied.  When  necessary 
bedding  is  destroyed  and  compensation  paid. 


Enteric  A solitary  case  was  notified  on  the  same  day  that  the  patient 

Fever.  died.  No  Widal  reaction  had  been  obtained  in  this  case,  and 
from  enquiries  made  at  the  time  no  certain  evidence  could  be 
obtained  that  this  was  actually  a case  of  Typhoid  Fever. 
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Small  Pox.  No  case  was  notified,  nor  were  any  Vaccinations  performed  by 

your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Officer  of  Health  has  a supply  of  Prophylactic  Tetanus  Antitoxin, 
which  he  will  issue  to  any  Medical  Practitioner  who  will  apply  for 
it.

(1)  Mr.  S.  Wallis  has  been  acting  since  his  return  from 
Military  Service,  and  his  report  is  appended. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Blackmore,  M.C.,  Assistant  Sanitary  and  Housing 
Inspector,  left  last  June,  and  his  post  has  not  been  filled. 

Miss  Ryding  acted  as  Health  Visitor  until  she  was  transferred 
to  the  Urban  District,  and  Miss  Macausland  is  now  acting  in  her 
place. 

(2)  There  is  no  Hospital  or  place  in  the  Rural  District  for 
dealing  with  Small  Pox,  but  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  above 
mentioned  have  a small  building  in  the  Urban  area  to  which  Rural 
cases  would  be  admitted  in  the  event  of  a case  being  notified. 

(3)  LOCAL  ACTS. 

Bye-Laws  respecting  New  Buildings  Regulations  with  respect 
to  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  Milkshops,  also  to  prevent  waste  and 
contamination  of  water,  etc.,  are  in  force. 

(4)  The  Council  are  members  of  the  Clinical  .Research 
Association,  and  any  Practitioner  in  the  District  may  in  necessitous 
cases  send  a specimen  up  for  examination,  etc.,  free  of  charge. 

This  is  often  made  use  of  in  cases  of  Diphtheria,  but  not  so 
often  for  sputum  testing,  as  tubercular  cases  now  go  to  the  Clinic 
in  the  Urban  area  in  greater  numbers  than  formerly. 

THE  HOUSING  ACT. 

(1)  The  total  number  approximately  of  the  houses  in  the 
district  is  3041  ; of  these  2702  are  for  the  working  classes. 

12  Houses  have  been  erected  during  the  past  year  for  the 
working  classes. 

There  are  no  habitable  empty  houses  in  the  district,  and  the 
Housing  Committee  have  taken  what  measures  seemed  necessary 
in  their  scheme  to  meet  the  shortage. 
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(2)  Twenty-one  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  dealt  with, 
the  cause  of  this  being  shortage,  and  particularly  the  shortage  of 
houses  with  more  than  two  bedrooms.  It  is  hoped  the  proposed 
scheme  will  remedy  this. 

(3)  Fitness  of  Houses. — The  standard  of  houses  is  good  for 
a Rural  District,  although  many  of  them  have  onlvtwo  bedrooms. 

The  defects  chiefly  met  with  are  damp,  insufficient  light  and 
ventilation,  defective  drains,  and  poor  closet  accommodation, 

Owners  of  property  where  defects  have  been  found  have  been 

written  to  with  successful  results. 

» 

Thirty  notices  were  sent  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  and 
40  notices  under  the  Housing  Act. 

The  difficulties  met  with  are  the  structure  and  age  of  some 
cottages,  together  with  the  shortage  of  labour  and  material. 

The  water  supply  from  the  wells  is  generally  good.  Public 
supplies  are  found  at  Burton  Latimer,  Cottingham,  Rushton, 
Pytchley,  Stanion,  Thorpe  Malsor,  Warkton,  and  Weekley. 

In  the  following  villages  scavenging  is  undertaken  : Barton 
Seagrave,  Broughton,  Burton  Latimer,  Corby,  Cransley,  Geddington, 
Great  and  Little  Weldon,  Pytchley,  and  Rushton. 

Many  privy  middens  still  remain,  but  steps  are  gradually  being 
carried  out  to  provide  a better  form  of  closet. 

(4)  No  unhealthy  area,  as  such,  exists  in  the  district.

SEWAGE  AND  WATER  WORKS. 

Scavenging  and  sewers  satisfactory. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  satisfactory.  The  sale  of 
crops  realised  £ 77  16s.,  against  £64  3s.  2d.  last  year. 

The  brook  at  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  been  cleaned  out. 
At  an  enquiry  on  1st  September  the  Scheme  for  New  Filters  was 
approved  by  the  Ministry  subject  to  small  additions.  Sale  of 
crops  realised  £118  16s.  6d.,  against  £97  17s.  6d.  last  year.  Grass 
keeping  made  £30  against  £33  last  year.  The  House  at  Weekley 
Waterworks  was  painted.  The  spring  ran  low  in  December,  and 
30,000  galls,  were  obtained  from  Kettering  U.D.C,  to  fill  up 
reservoir.  The  Engines  are  satisfactory,  but  repairs  were  done  to 
Gas  Plant.  The  Water  Rate  was  raised  50  per  cent. 

The  Village  Ditch  was  cleaned  out.  The  Council  took  over 
the  whole  of  farm  from  Allotment  Association,  and  let  them  the 
adjoining  field.  Messrs.  Everard  and  Pick  are  proceeding  with 
the  Water  Scheme,  and  an  enquiry  is  to  be  held  shortly.

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  I have 
made  inspections  of  premises  occupied  by  registered  Cowkeepers 
to  the  number  of  321,  and  an  individual  examination,  with  especial 
regard  to  the  condition  of  their  udders,  of  3262  Milking  Cows. 

With  reference  to  the  sanitary  state  of  the  cowsheds  inspected, 
the  following  conditions  were  found  to  prevail,  viz. 

Good  or  satisfactory  in  283  cases. 

Unsatisfactory  or  bad  in  38  ,, 

Total  ...  321 

It  will  seem,  therefore,  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Cowsheds  in  the  period  covered  by  the  report  was  unsatisfactory 
or  bad  in  11 '8  cases  per  cent. 

A separate  inspection  of  every  cow  contributing  to  the  public 
Milk  Supply,  and  with  especial  regard  to  the  condition  of  its 
udder,  has  been  made  with  the  following  results  : — 

Number  of  cows  inspected,  3262. 

Number  of  abnormal  udders,  29,  or  '89  per  cent.

Of  these  deranged  udders,  14  were  in  a condition  calculated 
to  render  the  milk  harmful  to  persons  consuming  it  in  an  uncooked 
state,  and  3 cows  were  found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis  of 
the  udder.  The  remaining  12  udders  were  cases  of  atrophied 
quarters  or  other  abnormalities  which  would  not  affect  the  quality 
of  the  milk. 

Of  the  38  cowsheds,  the  state  of  which  was  bad  or  unsatis- 
factory, this  was  due  in  all  cases  to  insufficient  attention  to  general 
cleanliness,  the  use  of  insufficient  litter,  bad  floors,  blocked  drains, 
insufficient  glazed  light,  or  to  accumulation  of  manure  in  too  close 
proximity  to  the  sheds. 

Of  the  17  cases  of  udder  disease,  the  milk  of  which  was  unfit 
for  human  consumption,  14  were  due  to  Acute  or  Suppurative 
Mastitis,  Furunculosis  (boils),  or,  in  the  case  of  3 cows,  to 
Tuberculosis  of  the  gland,  and  in  all  these  cases  immediate  steps 
were  taken  to  prevent  the  sale  of  the  milk  for  human  consumption.
